Charlie Doucette —_of 
Tewksbury did not win the 
entirely ficticious Golden Pea 
Spoon Award of the Town Crier 
this year, Charlie had his first 
peas on June 17. Two other

But Charlie has a home and 
garden worth talking about. He 
works for General Electric and 
about 50 years of age he bought a 
piece of land in Tewksbury. A 
warenouse now occupies a part 
of that land. Charlie too, oc 
cupies some of it, ina home he 
built himself 

Behind the house is a 50 by 7 
foot garden, growing  nicel 
There are vegetables to make 
any back yard gardner envious 
Three rows of potatoes, three 
rows of tomatoes, grown from 
seed, strawberries, squash - you 
name it, Charlie has it. There is, 
too, a fig plant which he puts out 
for the summer and takes into 
the garage for the winter - a fig 
plant in New England! 

His greenhouse is the thing 
anyone can envy. Charlie built it

five years ago from remnants of 
other greenhouses. being torn 
down in Tewksbury because the 
price of oil was too high.” 

It is half a greenhouse. There 
is a solid wall on th enorth side 
and no glass. Charlie designed it 
to supplement the hat to his 
home. There is an underground 
pipeline, and a fan, that pumps 
the heat into the house. 

Sometimes in the winter, 

Charlie reports, the ther 
mometer in that greenhouse is 
up to 150 degrees. He save 
considerably on the heating bill 
for his home. 
‘There are 40 galion jugs, all of 
ark green glass. ‘Those jugs, 
filled with water, absorb a lot of 
heat during the day. Then, 
during the night, those jugs keep 
the air warm, and that part of 
the greenhouse, which is 
devoted to plants, never gets too 
cold. 

In that greenhouse he still is 
growing plants which he will be 
transplanting into the garden 
shortly

Again on Monday all available 
personnel was brought in, along 
with 12 auxiliary police and 65 
tactical patrol officers from 17 
surrounding towns and 90 state 
troopers. They were present to 
control a large anti-nuclear 
demonstration at Aveo, By the 
time the demonstration had 
finished 70 persons, men and 
women, had been arrested. No 
one from the immediate area of 
Wilmington was listed in the 
arrests, Most of those arrested 
were from Cambridge, Boston 
and Western Mass. Some were 
from Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, Rhode Islan and 
New York 

Those arrested were brought 
directly to Woburn Court for 
arraignment.

You're in jail, for one year, for 
carrying an unregistered firearm 
in Massachusetts, and no one can 
get you out 

Make no bones about it: at the 
state borders the warning comes 
right behind the welcome — the 
Bay State has one of the toughest 
gun laws in the nation — and this 
year will mark its survival for a 
full decade. 

Enacted in 1974 to take effect on 
April Fool's Day of 1975, the law is 
no joke: the one-year mandatory 
jail sentence for firearms of- 
fenders is part of a tough law, 

ith unpleasant penalties. But 
many people, including local 
police, feel the results of the 
alternative, uncontrolled 
firearms, can be considerably 
less pleasant 

In a shooting incident on a 
recent night in North Reading, 
the results went a long way 
beyond the merely: unpleasant: 
two men dead, one man wounded,

If ever the legislature suc- 
ceeded in carving a law in good 
old Yankee granite, this may be 
it.

“One side of me believes in 
every responsible person's right 
to carry a weapon,” he said.

You can also be 
Massachusetts for unlawful 
carrying of other dangerous 
weapons, such as stilettos, switch 
blades, brass knuckles, a 
“zoobow, also known as klackers 
or kung fu sticks — a sburiken or 
any similar pointed starlike 
object intended to injure a person 
when thrown, or 4 manrikigusari 
or similar length of chain having 
weighted ends.’ (Annotated 
Laws of Massachusetts.) But the 
minimum guaranteed sentence 
applies to the firearms offender 
who carries “on his person, or 
carries on his person or under his 
control in a vehicle,” -an 
unlicensed, loaded or unloaded

‘Gremlins’ for 


CHESTNUT HILL — The 
Steven Spielberg production 

Gremlins,” which had its local 
Premiere at the Chestnut Hill 
General Cinema in a benefit for 
United Cerebral Palsy, is half 
“E.T."" and half ‘Alien’ and 
misses on both counts. 

But even though director Joe 
Dante couldn't decide whether he 
was telling a cuddly fairy tale or 
@ gruesome horror story, the 
movie still has some good mo- 
ments and will entertain most 
viewers. 

The special effects that make 
the muppet-like ‘Gizmo’ and 
demon-like gremlins pop to life on 
the screen are particularly 
well-done to the point that it is 
possible to take the creatures as 
actual living beings 

But even though there are some 
funny moments, a few shock 
tactics and enough action to keep 
the film moving, ‘Gremlins’ 
lacks focus. 

From the moment “Gizmo” is 
bought in Chinatown with the 
warning that it be kept in the 
dark, never be given water and 
never, never be fed after mid. 
night, the audience knows the 
warning will be ignored 
otherwise there wouldn't be a 
movie. . 

Gizmo is a furry ball of fluff 
with expressive features that 
would delight any child as a pet 
and sets off a tone of humor and 
warmth in the film once he pops 
on stage 

But the tone quickly devolves

when some water is spilled on 
Gismo and he suddenly pops a 
half dozen clones from his back. 

And when the clones are fed 
after midnight is when all the fun 
begins — fun as it would be 
defined by a gang of drug-crazy 
bikers from a 1960s movie, that is. 

And here is where part of the 
film's problems arise for Gizmo 
doesn’t eat after midnight, or join 
the biker frenzy of the other 
gremlins 

Director Dante repeatedly tries 
to intercut between the mood of 
the first part of the movie and the 
zany terror brought into the dark 
by the gremlins and it doesn’t 
work. 

Another device that doesn't 
work is that Dante wants the 
gremlins to terrorize the audience 
and at the same time tries to 
squeeze some laughs out of a 
number of their pranks. It doesn’t 
work. 

Yes, there are moments with 
suspense and shock value and yes 
there are funny scenes with the 
gremlins going bananas, but when 
the two are mixed they detract 
from each other. 

“Gremlins may also dismay 
parents who bring their younger 
children, expecting to see a 
charmer like “E.T."" 

Well, “E.T."’ “Gremlins” ain't 

Some moments in the film 
might give particularly young 
tykes a bad dream or two. 

See "Gremlins," for it isn't bad 
for a summer movie, but don't 
‘expect to be blown away by it

When he 
got to the door, it flew open, and 
my friend was faced with a man 
pointing a gun straight at him. the 
man pulled the trigger Three 
times: click...click...click. He had 
no choice but to shoot.”” 


Ballistics tests on the dead 
man's gun later showed a scoring 
mark on each of the three bullets 
in the chamber, Chief Passaro 
said, which revealed the firing pin 
was just defective enough so that 
no bullet was fired, “but the ef- 
fects on my friend were 
devastating.” 


Is the law working? Does it 
deter crime? 

Hard to say, according to Chief 
Passaro: “What deters crime? 
It’s impossible to measure 
because there are so many 
variables. But if the law saves one 
life in 20 years then it’s well worth

“I have put in many restric- 
tions: the applicant must first 
pass a written test — and must 
then pass a proficiency test given 
by one of five FBI or NRA cer- 
tified instructors who are 
members of the Stoneham Police 
Department. Or his proficiency 
may also be determined by a 
certified instructor outside the 
SPD. 

“Linstitute a background check 
on the person, asking the board of 
probation if there are any arrests 
in his history, and I conduct a 
character check if that seems 
warranted.” 

Odd, as it may seem, the chief 
said, there is a large number of 
people with permits who have 
never even owned or fired a 
weapon: “If for some reason, 
they now decide to get a gun, to 
protect themselves or for 
whatever reason, they may not 
know how to use it, and that’s how 
people get hurt 

“People must realize that a gun 
is not a toy. Children should be 
taught never to point a play gun at 
anyone, because once a bullet 
leaves that barrel it cannot be 
retrieved."" 

Bullets fired cannot be 
retrieved and, so far, the Com- 
monwealth's tough gun law — 
though challenged — has not been 
repealed or changed substantially 
by amendment.
